with the welfare the whole race; but beyond this 
eugenist cannot go. The mores monogamous mar- 
riage have been built up, the product sort 
natural selection, throughout the evolution man; 
they are not tampered with except after much 
more careful study than has apparently been given 
the subject most those who argue that ‘every 
child has right have two Moreover, even 
the constitution should amended declare that 
there stigma attached illegitimacy, society 
would continue stigmatize the illegitimate long 
people feel that there cause for pride descent from 
intelligent, self-controlled, socially minded ancestors, 
and cause for humiliation descent from feeble- 
minded, weakly inhibited, and anti-social ancestors. 

trouble that the reformers who want give 
every child two parents are guided not biology, 
which has already given every child two parents, but 
sentiment. Their principal desire not further the 
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progressive evolution the race, but make things 
easier for the unmarried mother and secure better 
nurture for her child. Both these ambitions are 
commendable within limits, but not beyond. 

far the mother concerned, cannot held 
that the father the invariable sinner, and the woman 
the case merely weak and helpless victim his 
perfidy. many cases the woman quite much 
blame the man. Reformers would remove the stigma 
from her making her motherhood just sacred and 
honorable any other kind motherhood. Apart 
from the fact that such end cannot achieved, 
the face the present mores, may well asked 
why all motherhood should placed the same basis. 
There big distinction between thoughtfulness and 
sense responsibility, and the kind motherhood 
that produces children out levity, recklessness, and 
the inability escape the consequences. can see 
reason why the former type should not honored and 
the latter stigmatized. 

order make the two kinds motherhood more 
indistinguishable, there short cut human morality 
much vogue some quarters, which consists 
getting hold the man the case, and forcing him 
marry the woman, provided, course, not already 
married some other woman. Apart from the fact 
that many cases this produces loveless marriages, 
which turn out badly (as believe experienced social 
workers testify), thereby leading further marital un- 
faithfulness and increased disintegration the monog- 
amous ideal, must noted that this kind marriage 
does not provide for good sexual selection.

STUDY MOTHERS’ AID WORK 


the fall 1921 the Buffalo Foundation made 
study the work the Erie County (New York) 
Board Child Welfare, which does more adequate 
piece work helping widowed mothers than often 
found. While the principle aid mothers with 
minor children has found legislative endorsement 
forty-four the states, the allowances are many cases 
small defeat the object such legislation 
keeping the family the poverty line; other cases 
the conditions are restrictive that many capable 
mothers are deprived this help technical legal 
grounds. Children’s workers are naturally interested 
the extension such assistance many families 
are capable benefiting it. summarize 
certain the conclusions the Erie County study 
with this mind. 

the time the cases studied were receiving aid the 
Erie County authorities were paying minimum 
$5.00 per week per child for institutional care, which, 
under the New York Law, the maximum allowance 
that may given mother for each child, $21.66 per 
month. The study was made 125 families which 
had received aid from the Board but had passed from 


care year and half previous the date the study. 
these families there were 411 children the time 
allowances were given, 226 whom were between the 
ages and years. Only six parents were not 
known have lived the United States more than ten 
years and three-quarters all were Americans. 
cipal causes death the fathers were tuberculosis, 
25; pneumonia, 18; heart trouble, 15; accident, 12; 
dropsy, with over score other diseases account- 
ing for the rest. Both skilled trades and unskilled 
occupations were represented the occupations the 
fathers, with the latter predominating. 

After being aided for various periods time these 
families passed from care for the following reasons: 
families became independent, widows remarried, 
families proved unco-operative, proved unfit 
for children, were discontinued for miscellaneous 
reasons. Frequently, course, the economic inde- 
pendence was brought about the assistance the 
boys and girls who had come working age; some- 
times the remarriages were successful, sometimes they 
were distinctly prejudicial the interests both 
mother and children. any rate, they removed the 
family from the supervision the Board Child 
Welfare. 

While admittedly impossible estimate the 
economic and social status family with mathe- 
matical accuracy the study did attempt compare the 
status these families the time they passed from 
care with their previous condition, with the following 
results:

Reasonable case work and supervision accompanied 
the financial contact the Board with all these 
cases, that the ratings above have more than finan- 
cial significance. interesting note that 
the cases rated having declined status are 
still rated “fair” better. This whole showing 
probably rather unique Mothers’ Aid Work for 
maintaining improving the status the family 
while receiving assistance. 

The financial side the study also very illuminat- 
ing. The largest amount granted any one family 
was $1440.50 over period two years and ten months, 
$42.37 per month family seven children under 
sixteen years. (The report finds that this large family 
not yet satisfactorily rehabilitated and recommends 
that further aid given.) The smallest amount 
given was $10.00 one payment, never repeated be- 
cause unco-operative attitude the mother. The 


average period during which aid was given was one 
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year and seven months, and the average amount per 
family for this period was $417.61, $21.98 per month. 
The gross sum expended for the assistance these 
411 children 125 families was $55,333.94. The cost 
caring for this number children for year and 
seven nionths institutions foster homes makes 
financial contrast. 

When one considers that families were kept together, 
ties family loyalty strengthened most instances, 
retained normal contact with everyday life, 
the above statistics take added meaning. One 
wonders how often such record could matched 
other states that aid widowed mothers. 


THE FEEBLEMINDED OHIO 


According report the State Department 
Public Welfare Ohio (Publication No. 22) there are 
15,000 feebleminded persons Ohio need super- 
vision, training, control and segregation. five-year 
program looking toward the solution this problem 
offered Dr. Baehr and Miss Thorn- 
burgh, the Bureau Juvenile Research. Seventy 
percent. those receiving aid dependents are either 
feebleminded show evidence some other gross 
mental disorder. Thirty percent. the inmates the 
industrial schools, reformatories, and state peniten- 
tiaries are mentally deranged, that the present 
provision made for them not suited their needs. 
that new and completely equipped 
training school for defectives, caring for not exceed 
2,000 patients, provided. The State has already 
appropriated money for the purchase land for this 
institution. likewise recommended that the 
Bureau Juvenile Research expanded into Bureau 
Welfare Research and made the center in- 
telligent campaign against feebleminded 
mental disorders, with representatives this Bureau 
stationed the industrial schools and penal institu- 
tions; and that mobile psychiatric clinics provided, 
that legal provision made for voluntary commit- 
ments, and that the limitations the number 
voluntary commitments removed. 


STATISTICS MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


The United States Census Bureau has released some 
interesting figures marriage and divorce, among 
which are the following: 

1916 there were 1055 marriages and 112 divorces 
per 100,000 population. 1922 there were 1033 
marriages and 136 divorces for the same number 
population. 


The number marriages one divorce varies 
very much different parts the United States. 
the District Columbia there were 35.8 marriages 
one divorce; New York 22.6, and then scales 
down Nevada where was 0.9. South Carolina 
permits divorce. 

1916 the per cent. cases which children were 
affected the decree divorce was corre- 
sponding figure for 1922 has not yet been published.

Dr. Haven Emerson, who investigated conditions 
among German children for the American Friends’ 
(Quaker) Service Committee, reports scurvy among 
children admitted hospitals percent., pul- 
monary tuberculosis frequent, even pre-school ages, 
which almost unheard of; rickets showing skull 
bones infants, well among older children. Milk 
reserved for nursing mothers and children under two 
and half years age. spite their own relief prob- 
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lems, Austrians are conducting feeding stations Berlin 
and receiving German children into their homes. 

The Quakers are supporting average families $10 
per month. 


“PHYSICAL DEFECTS INFANCY AND 
CHILDHOOD 

large proportion physical defects are 
found the young was shown the Better Babies’ 
Conference held connection with the Illinois State 
Fair October, 1923. 1,076 children between the 
ages six months and six years who were examined, 
only one child fully reached the standard normal 
measurements used. 

“Enlarged glands, abnormalities feet and legs, 
minor skin troubles, disturbances nutrition, decayed 
teeth, and especially enlarged tonsils made most 
the physical defects found. the group 614 were 
reported have been breast fed and 130 others par- 
tially so. 

“The great majority defects found these earlier 
years are easily corrected medical and dental atten- 
tion, and when they are amended great deal dis- 
comfort, often pain, and yet more interference with 
normal development, are prevented. One the chief 
objects the medical examination children when 
they reach school age detect and remedy hampering 
physical defects. These defects ought looked for 
and corrected much earlier than this. 

the family doctor comes generally re- 
garded the family health adviser, his function being 
prevent even more than cure disease, the pre- 
school age will receive the medical attention which its 
importance demands. these early years that the 
seed sown for many the defects which were 
found make more than one-third our young men 
unfit for military service when examined the begin- 
ning the World War. With these defects remedied 
they should the earliest possible moment, children 
will come the school age much better prepared 
undertake and profit the training for life which the 
schools are designed afford.”

NEWS FROM OUR MEMBERS 


The Juvenile Protective Association San Francisco 
reports that because the economy period the 
States finances and appropriations, and with enforce- 
ment down minimum, there has come great 
increase child labor. This has made necessary study 
present conditions, with special emphasis street 
trades and vaudeville acts motion picture houses 


where children take part cheap performances, prin- 
cipally the expense their welfare. This study 
likely reveal interesting information show the 
school’s social responsibility greater than that 
other agencies. Simple talks are being given parents 
the financial value systematic education and 
the proper use leisure time being important for the 
sake the child’s mental and moral training. The 
discussion family problems resulting sympa- 
thetic understanding the child mind. 


The Children’s Home Finding and Aid Society 
Idaho has tried create state-wide interest its 
work the Superintendent the Society speaking 
many meetings women’s clubs, organizations, soci- 
eties and churches, and carefully explaining the purpose 
for which the Society was organized and the manner 
which the work carried on. The result has been 
splendid co-operation from practically every club, soci- 
ety and organization throughout the state. 

Idaho’s social service workers formed federation 
April, 1923. The purpose this organization avoid 
duplication and create better spirit co-operation. 
This federation has established confidential exchange, 
and has completed plan bring Dr. Philip Parsons, 
Dean the School Social Service the University 
Oregon, for all-day session February 27th. 


Miss Martha Davis, formerly charge the 
Ulster County Branch the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation New York, has accepted position with the 
Illinois Children’s Home and Aid Society and will 
charge the Southern Division, located Quoin, 
Illinois. The former supervisor this District, Miss 
Flora Schutz, has been transferred the position 
case supervisor the Chicago office the Society. 


The latest development the Kansas field the 
organization all child welfare agencies into the Kansa 
Child Welfare League. was necessary effect this 
organization order that the agencies may have 
representation the State Council Social Agencies. 
the same time there opportunity for good 
done calling conferences these agencies once 
year, which was voted do. 

The Kansas Children’s Home Society accomplished 
large work having operations performed crippled 
children during the past year. Some these children 
were wards the Society. This has created great 
interest local circles where the children resided. Four 
children had operations for club feet, which were en- 
tirely successful. One little boy had congenital dis- 
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located shoulder, which now good shape. Three 
children were crippled result infantile paralysis, 
and the surgeons have done wonders for them. 


Through the financial support the Baltimore Alli- 
ance and the co-operation the Johns Hopkins Hospi- 


tal dental clinic hes been established for the use 


Henry Watson Children’s Aid Society wards. dental 
examination now part the routine medical 
examination and all recommendations are immediately 
carried completion. regular dental card made 
out for each child, with diagram form the work 
done. When the work completed the dentist desig- 
nates the time the child should return and the cards are 
filed according months. This places the dental care 
upon equal footing with medical attention and gives 
the prominence deserves preserving health. The 
results this system are amazingly successful when 
compared with those obtained through the use dental 
dispensaries and the charity work private dentists. 


February 1924, the work the Boston North 
End Mission, organized 1867, request its Board 
Directors, was turned over the Boston Children’s 
Aid Association, and the staff that organization will 
for the present combine that work with its own. 


Miss Katharine Hewins, General Secretary the 
Church Home Society, Boston, Massachusetts, reports 
that the Children’s Department the Boston Council 
Social Agencies experimenting staff participation 
—something that far know has not yet been 
tried any other Council. The Staff Council, 
organization composed staff members (case workers, 
supervisors and one associate director), free de- 
velop its own program for study and discussion. Five 
delegates have been appointed attend the monthly 
meetings the Children’s Department, these dele- 
gates having the status associate members, which 
carries the right discussion participation but with- 
out vote. Interest centers this effort bring 
about more democratic representation social 
workers discussions which have hitherto been con- 
fined executives board members. 

the experiment succeeds the present plan, 
modification it, likely applied other Council 
Departments. that event will doubtless lead 
eventually the extension suffrage the staff 
delegates. 


The Jewish Children’s Bureau Boston was estab- 
lished 1918, arranging with the City and State 


Departments and all other child-placing organizations 
Boston care for all the Jewish children who are 
eligible for placement. time organization, the 
purpose the Bureau was provide Jewish home for 
every normal Jewish child. 

The demand for the services the Bureau became 
great, that was necessary undertake the care 

and problematic cases. Infants four years 
and the greater number these medical and proble- 
matic cases are placed non-Jewish homes. 

addition foster home care the Bureau has pro- 
vided summer camps for both boys and girls, thus giving 
over four hundred children three weeks’ vacation each 
year. 


EFFECTS GLANDULAR DISTURBANCE 


the recent Congress the American Association 
for the Advancement Science, held Cincinnati, 
conditions mental retardation, delinquency, dwarf- 
ism, gigantism and other defects were discussed and 
illustrated. Dr. Breese, Professor Psychology 
the University Cincinnati, and Dr. Louis Lurie, 
Director the Psychopathic Institute the Jewish 
Hospital, Cincinnati, maintained these conditions could 
materially improved glandular therapy. Eight 
children were shown exhibits. They suffered from 
deficiency the pituitary glands, and were treated 
pituitary extracts. One lad seven, apparently hope- 
lessly feebleminded, had advanced four school grades 
three years. Others, dwarfs and giants, were made 
develop properly. 


“WRECKING CHILDREN

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SPECIALIZED JOB 


Members whose staffs are large enough allow 
specialization, cities where co-operation de- 
veloped, will interested the following suggestion 
which appears “The Family” for January, 1924: 


“Toledo reports new specialist its staff. year 
and half ago the Social Service Federation appointed 
legal aid worker gather documentary information 
from courts and other public departments. The suc- 
cess the experiment now seems assured and worth 
passing other societies. Federation employs 
about fifteen family case workers, including some 
student workers. The securing birth, death, mar- 
riage, divorce, adoption, guardianship, 
records and other public documentary information, 
the, filing petitions the juvenile court, the pre- 
paring lunacy affidavits, the securing warrants, 
and the taking matters with judges many 
workers, especially the less experienced, caused con- 
fusion and waste time. Many times the same 
day several these workers would bother the same 
officials for similar information the cases they were 
handling. This irritated the public officials and was 
impossible secure the best type co-operation. 


“The special worker permitted directly 
the records the courthouse and secure any informa- 
tion she may desire without disturbing the clerks. She 
files dependency and delinquency affidavits the 
juvenile court, and assists the case workers the prepa- 
ration lunacy affidavits and warrants; she takes 
matters with the city prosecutor, state prosecutor, 
judges and other court officers. The case worker may 
may not present these discussions according 
the discretion the case supervisor, but the legal 
aid worker, whether not she takes the initiative 
the interview, always present, that she may 
prepared continue contacts the case with the 
officials. This true also when court cases are heard. 
Naturally, since she the courthouse most the 
time, she the one with whom the judges take 


matters which the Social Service Federation 
interested. 


documentary information now secured 
every case routine matter instead occasionally, 
formerly. The information procured more ac- 
curate because obtained one who has specialized 
this work (especially the verification records 
property titles and mortgages) and the case workers 
have learned the value this information. 

“This plan has been tremendous time saver for 
the case workers and there has been definite gain 
relations with the public officials. The judges and the 
prosecuting attorney have more definite knowledge 
about the Social Service Federation; they know what 
service they may expect, and have conferred with the 
legal aid worker many problems. For instance, 
several the judges hearing divofce cases where chil- 
dren are concerned have recently requested that the 
Federation assist them determining the disposition 
the children; these judges have also recommended 
the work other officials. some cases the prosecut- 
ing attorney has asked for information and advice 


before presenting evidence the grand jury. 
addition there are numerous valuable by-products 
from this closer contact which make for more effective 


CHILD WELFARE NEWS 


New Bedford, Massachusetts, schools are trying 
evolve solution for prevalent social problem. Last 
year they had mothercraft courses the continuation 
schools for girls fourteen fifteen. was 
required subject, totalling forty hours, about one-third 
being given infant welfare and two-thirds home 
nursing. this continuation course only very few 
hours per week are provided; therefore the course 
stretched over very considerable part the year. 
The continuation school group not only represented 
those who may well care for some the children after 
working hours but are also considered the prospec- 
tive mothers few years hence, since they marry 
early, rule.
